by the driver’s failure to comply 
with the warnings. 
Escanaba police officials point 
out that traffic

devices 
actually make driving more con­ 
venient for drivers and walking 
safer for pedestrians. 
Safety Director Glenn Leonard 
says that most traffic violations 
are due to motorists 
failing 
to 
keep track of the 
green 
signal, 
failing to watch tor the yellow 
light and failing to make the cor­ 
rect decision as to whether their 
automobiles are close enough 
to 
the intersection to get through be­ 
fore the light changes to red. 
Degrees of Penalties 
The key to obeying traffic sig­ 
nals, it was explained, depends on 
where your car is at the time the 
yellow warning light comes on. 
If the motorist is practically 
at 
the intersection, 
proceeding

speed 
will 
get 
him 
through safely. 
If he is farther* 
back from the 
intersection 
and 
can stop before reaching it, the 
driver should do so, Leonard said. 


At 25 mph, you can stop in 67^2 
feet, according to the 
National 
Bureau of Standards. 
Thus, if 
you are four car lengths 
back 
from the intersection when the 
yellow light flashes, stop. 
If you 
are less than four car lengths, 
proceed carefully. 
Tile seriousness of traffic signal 
violations, 
as 
indicated

into three groups. 
If you w ere 
beyond the middle of the intersec­ 
tion when the light turned red, 
you almost made it and this is the 
least serious violation.

Rearmament Aim Is 


To Prevent W ar 
R 
EARMAMENT as a protection against 
aggressive Russia is agreed Western 
policy. 
But on both sides of the Atlantic 
There are arguments against it. And one of 
the strangest is that rearmament may lead 
to war. 
Those who hold this view usually envis­ 
age two dangers. 
One is that a rearmed 
power or group of powers may be tempted 
to use its amassed weapons in war before 
they become outdated. The other is that 
rearm am ent may provoke a potential ene­ 
m y to combat. 
Aneurin Bevan. the voluble Welshman 
who resigned from the British Labor cab­ 
inet in April, is the latest to take up this 
theme. 
Since 
he 
doesn’t reflect official 
British policy and there are doubts about 
the size of the popular following he com­ 
mands, it might be easiest to ignore him. 
The United States is, of course, the back­ 
bone of the Western rearmament program. 
When Bevan and others talk of rearmed 
nations 
being 
tempted 
to 
use 
their 
strength, they usually are thinking of the 
United States. No one contends that war- 
weary France or Britain would plunge the 
world into w ar again. • 
But anyone who understands American 
history must realize this country 
could 
never yield to such a temptation, even if it 
felt it. We have never started a war. Our 
respect for international morality 
is 
ac 
great that we never would begin one. 
We might strike first if our intelligence 
convinced us an enemy was about to hit 
the United States. But this would only be 
done as a defensive measure. It wrould not 
mean we had used our powerful muscles 
for fear they would grow slack with age. 
Except for the record, this point should 
not need restatement. 
For actually the 
Bevan argument is founded on a gross mis­ 
interpretation of fact. 
The 
rearm am ent 
now’ planned for the United States 
and 
Western Europe is not sufficient to sup­ 
port an offensive war against the Soviet 
Union. It would be adequate only for de­ 
fensive holding operations of 
the 
sort 
which could keep us going until we could 
gear up for all-out war. That is the guid­ 
ing principle of present rearm am ent plans. 
Who would be foolhardy enough to be 
“tem pted” to reach for 
weapons 
which 
would be insufficient for the offensive? 
As far rearm am ent provoking Russia to 
war, that kind of argument is a counsel of 
utter futility. 
No one dales to say that an unarmed 
West is not an invitation to Russia to en ­ 
large upon its aggressive program. 
How 
do you oppose strength with weakness? It 
is no answer to say Russia is not as strong 
as we may think, since all the facts are not 
av ailable to us and we must give ourselves 
the benefit of any doubt. 
ll weakness is dangerous, then hope tor 
us must lie in strength 
which 
r o u g h l y 
matches our enem y’s. But the anti-rearm ­ 
ament debaters say that if you 
become 
strong, you provoke the enemy to war. 
What this really amounts to is a state­ 
ment that either you must run the risk of 
losing everything through weakness or you 
must prod your adversary inevitably into 
destructive battle. 
There is no middle 
course where a peace can be had which 
preserves freedom and honor. 
Only despairing men could accept this 
counsel. The leaders of the West have not 
succumbed to this gloomy defeatism. Nor 
are they likely to so long as a shred of 
hope exists that war may be averted and 
liberty maintained.

ZECHOSLOVAKIA S imprisonment of 
A. P. Correspondent William Oatis on 
trum ped-up spy charges has stirred an un­ 
derstandably great sense of 
outrage 
in 
America. We are weary of having our citi­ 
zens victimized to serve the Communists’ 
propaganda aims. 
What can we do about it? 
The problem really has two aspects. The 
first is how to free Oatis. 
The second is 
how to forestall repetition of these fake 
spy charges against other innocent Amer­ 
icans. 
To begin with, for the Reds’ purposes, 
the particular individual is not important. 
In this instance it happens to be Oatis. But 
it could have been Dana Adams Schmidt 
of the New York Times, except that he fled 
Czechoslovakia on a tip he was marked for 
arrest. 
The seized individual is valuable to the 
Reds chiefly as a symbol. He’s a symbol of 
Western “plotting” against the Communist 
world, and is thus victimized as a dramatic 
example to iron curtain peoples that they 
are circled by enemies. Furthermore, since 
he is a member of the dwindling Western 
rear guard beyond the 
curtain, 
harsh 
treatment not only discredits the West but 
helps discourage others like him from re­ 
maining within the hostile Red camp and 
gathering information. 
But inasmuch as the man himself is un­ 
important, that means any specific person 
can be bargained for. 
Once he has been 
convicted and imprisoned, the Reds’ main 
goal is achieved. 
Up to now we have not dealt retaliation 
to Czechoslovakia. We must resort to some 
pressure tactics soon if we are to get into 
a shrewd bargaining 
position 
with 
the 
Czech Communists. 
Otherwise, we will 
have to pay real blackmail for Oatis’ free­ 
dom. 
Secretary of State Acheson said recently 
another plea for his release had just been 
made to the Czech government. But as in 
the Vogeler case, such pleas are merely 
the external evidences of th governm ent’s 
effoxts to effect release. 
The real job is a quiet, subtle, painstak­ 
ing labor of applying pressures which can 
be traded off in the bargaining negotia­ 
tions. In the nature of these delicate oper­ 
ations, they cannot have much publicity. 


Sherman's Death 


Is Loss To America 
epHE' sudden death of Admiral Forrest P. 
Sherman as a result of a heart attack 
in Naples, Italy, is a great loss 
to 
the 
United States. Admiral Sherman has been 
chief of naval operations for the past two 
years. 
He was selected for the job at a 
time when the Navy was badly split over 
the defense unification law 
and 
in 
the 
short period of two years, Admiral Sher­ 
man did a masterful job. 
Admiral Sherman had just completed a 
tour of Europe’s Atlantic pact defense area 
when he was stricken with the heart at­ 
tack. Also, he conferred 
with 
General 
Franco in Madrid and reached a tentative 
agreement with Franco for American use 
of Spanish naval bases and air bases. 
In these days of shaky world conditions 
and national rearmament, 
the character 
and abilities of the men in the key jobs of 
our uniformed defense services are of in­ 
estimable importance to America. For that 
reason the death of Admiral Sherm an is 
truly a severe loss for this nation.

WASHINGTON—Oregon 
may

showdown state where General Eisenhow­ 
er finally makes up his mind whether “to 
run or not to run”—and on w hat ticket. 
The situation in Oregon was outlined to 
Ike's political ehief-of-staff, Senator Jim 
Duff of Pennsylvania, 
the other day by 
Robert Letts Jones, publisher of the Sal­ 
em, Ore., Capital Journal. 
Jones pointed 
out that Oregon has a 
prim ary 
ruling 
whereby any person can be entered in the 
race by a petition of 1.000 signatures— 
whether the candidate wants his name en­ 
tered or not. 
Thus Eisenhower’s name could be enter­ 
ed in the Oregon presidential primary by 
1.000 of his friends, entirely without his 
consent, and as a means of testing out his 
political strength. 
The Oregon primary has another inter­ 
esting angle. Jones explained to Senator 
Duff. The state attorney general has ruled 
that no candidate can run unless his party 
affiliation is known, 
thus 
Eisenhower 
would be forced, at that time, to be stamp­ 
ed either as a Republican or a Democrat. 
Since the Oregon primary is May 16 and 
since all names have to be filed 
ninety 
days in advance, the showdown for Eisen­ 
hower would be sometime in February.

The accuracy ot the Voice of America was 
commented on everywhere, and its listen­ 
ing audience has doubled. More than ever, 
Czechs are tuning in on the Voice to see 
who will be purged next. 
Note — Despite the state departm ent’s 
remarkable propaganda job, the budget of 
the Voice of America and other propagan­ 
da projects has been slashed to ribbons. 
Congressmen

slashing have been invited to come to the 
state departm ent briefing room and get 
the story— much

confidential—of 
what the department is doing.

only two or three have bothered to get ac­ 
quainted with the activities of the agency 
whose work they pass upon.

Moby Dick’s Slayer 
Recalls Whaling Days

G A Y H EA D , M artha’s Vineyard, 
Mass.— W ho slew Moby Dick? 
Folks 
in 
this 
island 
village 
say 
it was Amos 
Sm alley, 74. 
Amos is the last of the Indians 
whose skill with the long har­ 
poon helped 
bring 
fame 
and 
fortune to Yankee whaleships.

A half century ago Sm alley con­ 
quered the 
only 
great 
white 
whale ever 
known 
outside 
the 
pages of Herman M elville’s “ M o­ 
by Dick.” 
W illiam H. Tripp, curator of the 
o'd Dartmouth Historical Society 
and W haling Museum, 
Johnny- 
cake H ill, New Bedford, an au­ 
thority on whaling history, says 
there are no other records in the 
museum of the capture of a giant 
white whale. Whalemen say the 
tendency towards whiteness 
in a 
whale increases with age. 
Sm alley made his first 
voyage 
as a youth of 15 in 1892. 
After 
a four-year “ trip” in pursuit 
of 
sperm whales 
he returned 
with 
only $14 as his 
l/50th 
share or 
“ lay” of the unprofitable voyage. 
Sm alley sailed again, 
on 
the 
bark Platina and worked up to 
the dangerous position 
of “ har­ 
pooner’’ or “ boat steerer.” Several 
times Sm alley’s 30-foot w h a le b o a t 
was swamped by the death throes 
of a bull sperm whale. Like m a n y 
old time whalemen. Sm alley nev­ 
er learned to swim ‘but there was 
always an oar or part of the boat 
to grab,” he recalls. 
Once Sm al ey killed 
a 
giant 
sperm as it charged jaws agape to 
crush its tormentors. 
Although most whales sounded 
to the depths when 
he 
hurled 
the “ iron” hard and 
fast 
some 
whales roared off on the famous 
“ Nantucket 
Sleigh 
Ride,” 
tow­ 
ing the slim whaleboat in a wild 
race. 
On 
Ju ly 16, 
1901, 
Sm alley 
sailed again on the Platina 
and 
it was 
on this 
trip 
that ne 
conquered Moby Dick. 
Below the Azores. Sm alley 
re­ 
calls, 
the 
Platina 
had 
been 
drifting several days in an 
al­ 
most listless ocean. About 
five 
o’clock — one of the 
two 
look­ 
outs, descended for 
supper leav­ 
ing a lad, 
W alter 
Thompson,

Babson Advises Young 
M an To Get Store 
By ROGER W. BABSON 
NEW BOSTON, N. H.—I have 
invested the bulk of my savings in 
the stocks of m erchandising com­ 
panies. This probably is because 
of the advice of my good father 
who once owned the leading “dry 
goods and variety store” in Glou­ 
cester, M assachusetts. 
“Don’t be a m anufacturer and 
be dependent upon one location 
and one product with accom pany­ 
ing labor troubles. Don’t be con­ 
tent to be always working for oth­ 
ers. S tart out by being a salesman 
of investm ents, insurance or m er­ 
chandise w ith the ultim ate goal 
of having a business of your own. 
In other words, be a m iddlem an 
or shopkeeper, free to grow and 
to serve.” 
The above was my father’s ad­ 
vice and he would sometimes add, 
“The live m erchant who cleans up 
his bank loans once each year and 
puts half his profits back into the 
business can’t help but succeed. 
But rem em ber, Roger, 
that 
the 
best floor covering for a success­ 
ful store consists of the footprints 
of the owner!” 
Merchandise Investments? 
First, I would advise a young 
m an to have a store in a small 
city. Likewise, I advise investors 
to put their money into helping to 
build up a 
local 
independent 
store, rather than in the stock 
of any big departm ent store of 
some large city. If you can’t in­ 
vest money in such a local store, 
then buy stock of one of the good 
cjhain stores operating 
in 
your 
town. It may be one of the gro­ 
cery chains like the A & 1% or 
one of the variety stores like Pen­ 
ney, W oolworth, Kresge, 
G rant, 
McCory, 
McLellan, 
Newberry, 
M urphy or G reen—although some 
of these stocks seem pretty high 
price to buy now. 
Large departm ent 
stoes 
have 
prospered the past 
few 
years 
through the sale of furniture, elec­ 
tric refrigerators, television sets 
and other household goods which 
are not carried by the variety 
stores. W hen, how ever, hard times 
or a crop failure come, departm ent 
store sales fall off sharply; while 
the variety store sales often in­ 
crease. Besies, having stores in 
m any different states, as do the 
chains, gives the advantage of di­ 
versification both of m erchandise 
and locality. Most 
such 
chains 
have excellent m anagem ent and 
no debt. The stock of all are list­ 
ed on a stock exchange; if you buy 
into one which has a store in 
your own com m unity, 
you 
can 
keep an eye on w hat it is oing. 
Dollars may decline in purchas­ 
ing power until they 
reach 
25 
Dents. If W orld W ar 
III 
should 
Borne, dollars could go even lower. 
Hence, it is common sense to have 
pour money in good m erchandise 
rather than in cash or governm ent 
fronds. But, insist upon investing 
In those stores w ith an annual 
hirnover of four to seven times 
i year, and which charge off 
to 
lero every article held m ore than 
m e year. 
The live m erchant—chain or in- 
iependent—has nothing to fear if 
ie follows the above rules, using 
Tis profites to im prove his styre 
ind buying

quick-selling

No. ll: Flick Your Headlights 
To Talk To The Driver. 


If the driver ahead knows that 
he is about to be passed, he is less 
likely to pull over in front of you 
unless forced to do so to avoid a 
worse accident because of some ve­ 
hicle or pedestrian suddenly mov­ 
ing in front of him. There is every 
advantage in trying to tell him 
what you have in mind. This is 
one of the purposes for which the 
horn was invented.

month, 
the 
Michigan 
D epartm ent 
of 
H ealth said today. 
C erebral palsy is a w eakness or 
lack of control of m uscles due to 
brain injury—injury 
w hich may 
have occurred before birth or d u r­ 
ing birth or which m ay have re­ 
sulted from illness or accident. It 
is not inherited; it is not contagi­ 
ous, and it does not ru n 
in 
the 
fam ily. It occurs through no fault 
of parent, family or physician. Be­ 
cause one child in a fam ily 
nas 
cerebral palsy does not m ean that 
others will have it or th at their 
children will have it. 
The inability of 
the 
child 
to 
control his muscles—his “m aking 
faces”, drooling, blurred speech or 
uncontrolled m ovem ent— does not 
m ean that he is m entally retarded, 
he may be brilliant. The disabili­ 
ty of the child w ith cerebral palsy 
varies in type and intensity. 
W ith help, a 
cerebral 
palsied 
child may be taught 
to 
control 
and strengthen his m uscles. The 
training is sometimes 
long 
and 
complicated. No parent or fam ily 
should try to undertake it alone. 
For the cerebral palsied child to 
reach his highest possible level of

An exhibit showing an unusual 
treatment of the dead has been 
installed iii the U. S. 
National 
Museum here. 
The exhibits include four abori­ 
ginal skulls from Australia cov­ 
ered with complex, painted de­ 
signs. The collection represents a 
phase of an expedition to Austra­ 
lia sponsored by the Smithsonian

Command Simplified 
One highly 
placed 
American 
officer 
today 
said:

neither buying the plan nor sell­ 
ing it short until the sponsoring 
nations show7 that they want it 
and are w illing to make it work.” 
The European army scheme is 
aimed at simplifying the maze of 
committees, groups, councils and 
governments 
that make up the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion (N A T O ). 
Gen. 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower 
now has to go through this maze 
in getting decisions from the 12 
N A T O governments 
contributing 
to the international defense force 
he is building up in Europe. 
The scheme would work 
this 
way, according to its sponsors: 
France, The Netherlands, B e l­ 
gium, Luxembourg and Western 
Germ any w7ould name single de­ 
fense and finance ministers 
to 
represent 
them. 
The 
defense 
minister would have authority to 
commit 
specified 
m ilitary 
units 
to Eisenhower’s army. 
The 
five-nation defense min­ 
ister would also have authority to 
speed the standardization of arms, 
training 
and 
internal 
m ilitary 
organization, so that units from 
the five countries could light ef­ 
fectively 
under 
a unified com­ 
mand. 
W ho Pays? 
The finance minister would be 
empowered, theoretically, to an­ 
swer the query which 
is 
now 
throw7n up to 
hamper 
Supreme 
Commander Eisenhower at every 
turn: 
W ho’s going to pay for it? 
This question arises almost ev­ 
ery time the m ilitary men decide 
another airfield should be built 
in France, for instance. 
France 
might not need the field for her 
own use, but the m ilitary plan­ 
ners envisage its use by units of 
any of hall a dozen nations. 
The question also arises when 
one NATO nation 
places arm a­ 
ment orders in another country. 
In theory the arms are for the 
common defense of all. 
In prac­ 
tice, m ilitary analysts have found, 
many of the NATO members are 
still trying to 
build 
their own 
m ilitary strength 
according 
to 
their own traditions, methods and 
ideas of national prestige. 
Some U. S. officials see in the 
plan hope that at least 
five of 
this country’s western European 
Allies might be brought to con­ 
tribute as a unit to the m ilitary
